T h e P ro p o sed M ilitary C h an ge in C a li­ 
fornia. 
W ashington, October 7th. — Tbe W ar 
Departm ent lias prepared an order for the 
removal ot tbe headquarters of tbe Division 
of tbe l'aeific from the Presidio to San 
Francisco. This action is based upon rec­ 
ommendations made by thef)uarterm aster- 
Geueral's D epartm ent,"and is indorsed by 
tbe Departm ental Commander. The rea­ 
sons assigned for this move are principally 
of an economical character. There are 
tiow employed at tbe headquarters a large 
num ber of civilians, who cannot, of course, 
make tlieir homes at the post, and they, as 
a general thing, are compelled to travel four 
m ilesto reach their work. 
As a result, they 
are put to great expense in getting to and 
from the post. The Wur Department lias 
been m aking some calculations, also, and 
has concluded that it m ight prove cheaper 
to pay an official comm utation for quarters 
than to keep the post in repair ami fur­ 
nished. 
It is also stated that the policy of 
the W ar Department has been to place both 
Division and Department headquarters in 
cities where it is practicable, as it is found 
that both mail and telegraphic business can 
be done with greater celerity and correct­ 
ness, ami that, in case of emergencies, bet­ 
ter iaciiities are always at hand. The item 
of freight upon supplies is one to lie con­ 
sidered, and the tpiarterm aater's Depart­ 
ment, which can always buy its supplies 
delivered at the post when the headquar­ 
ters are in cities, is urging this as one of 
its strongest reasons for the transfer, 
l ’rotestant Kptacopal Convcnlioa.

m any delegates to tho Protestant Episcopal 
Convention attended the m orning service, 
ltev. Hobart Chetwood. of Oakland, Cal., 
officiating, and Rev. John Scarborough 
pronouncing the benediction.

Dr. John W. Hopkins created a 
Hurry by olfering a resolution which was, 
in effect, th at the Church was willing to 
receive any congregation using any liturgy 
that had ever been used in any branch of 
the one “ Holy, Catholic and Apostolic 
Church in any age.

The strike originated in, 
and was confined until Monday, to facto­ 
ries working inferior tobacco, but in conse­ 
quence of no settlem ent being reached at 
the im m ense joint meeting tiie m anufactur­ 
ers and operatives held last Sunday, the 
manufacturers of V uelta Abajo tobacco 
joined issue with the others and closed 
tiieir establishments, in order to prevent 
their operatives contributing toward the 
support of the strikers. The strike has ex 
tended to San Diego de las Vegas, ^¡-jucal 
San Antonio, Gueges and other interior 
towns. It is estim ated that 20,000 persons, 
who derive a livelihood from the tobacco 
industry throughout the island, are idle, 
and considerable distress prevails among 
them .

robberies and assassinations occur daily. A

E d s. R e c o r d U n io n : I was pleased to 
see by the R e c o r d -U n io n that the quartz 
mines and owners are having quite a lively 
boom in quartz m ining in El Dorado.

A LAME AND IMPOTENT DEFENSE 
OF BARTLETT. 
Not long ago we gave the whole history 
of Washington Bartlett’s opposition to the 
school revenue system of California, and 
iiis vote and speeches against it in the 
Legislature of 1S73. Our statements and 
citation of facts and declarations have 
been (¡noted with approval throughout the 
State, and no one until Tuesday last has 
dared to (¡uestion them, or had the temer­ 
ity to excuse Bartlett’s guilt. 
Let us briefly recapitulate: Under the 
present law, originating with B. F. Tuttle, 
then a Senator from Sonoma, the soliool 
system of the State is treated as a unit, 
and for every child is allotted a given 
sum from the State fund for free educa­ 
tion, no matter whether living in Modoc 
or San Francisco. Under the old system 
schools were supported by districts. The 
result was that poor and sparsely settled 
sections could have no schools, and their 
development was just that much retarded 
and public education that much neglected. 
Lands were given to the State for school 
purposes, and when sold the proceeds were 
put into a common fund, from which San 
Francisco, that had no public lands within 
her bounds, drew her share. Had these 
proceeds, as intended by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, been given to the districts large 
territorially, they never would have need­ 
ed to ask for State aid to maintain free 
schools six or eight months in the year. 
So, when Mr. Tuttle proposed to treat 
the education of children as a matter of 
State concern, not a mere district affair, 
Mr. Bartlett rose up in the Senate and 
fought the bill from first to last, and voted 
against it in every phase, liecause, forsooth, 
San Francisco would have to pay more into 
the State school fund than she could draw 
from it under the uniform per capita plan 
that prevailed despite Bartlett, and that 
still obtains, and which the ¡>eople of Cali­ 
fornia would no more yield up than they 
would their life-blood. 
Now comes the Santa Rosa Democrat, of 
last Tuesday, and defends Mr. Bartlett, and 
this is, in brief, what it has to say in the 
course of a labored and halting article: 
“ The law is a good one. Mr. Bartlett did 
vote against it, and fight it, and all that, 
hut the hill was unpopular in San Fran­ 
cisco,” and as Mr. Bartlett represen ted that 
city, was it not his duty to obey the wishes 
of the people thereof? or was he to do, as 
Mr. Swift did. on the same hill, represent­ 
ing the same people, "‘follow the bent of 
lvis own sweet will ?” Which of the two,” 
asks the Democrat, “ was the faithful repre­ 
sentative?” 
And we reply, as must all men who be­ 
lieve in conscience, representatives are not 
senl up to the law-making inidy to repeat 
the errors of their constituents or defend 
their vices. 
We like the mettle of the legislator who 
made the halls of a Capitol ring with the 
sentim ent: “ This tongue shall he palsied; 
my eves he blinded ; my hands lose their 
cunning; this frame wither and sink into 
the grave, before rav constituency shall 
compel me, hv petitioner threat, or any 
demand, to vote for that which my judg­ 
ment of what is right condemns as wrong. 
I was sent here to represent the people of a 
section, but I am also commissioned by my 
oath to represent and stand for the truth, 
right principle, honest action, and the best 
interests of the whole State, and all the 
constituencies thereof, asconceived and ap­ 
proved by such intelligence as God lias 
given me." 
t\ e echo the Democrat's question, which 
of the two was the faithful representative; 
Swift, who voted for what his judgment 
approved as lest for all the jieople of the 
State his vote was to affect, or Bartlett, 
who voted against the best interests of 
bull,0U0 people, because forsooth, a then 
shortsighted press, and a selfish people 
in a single city from which he hailed, be­ 
lieved an error, sustained a wrong and re­ 
sisted the enlightenment of the whole peo­ 
ple through the agency of common schools 
supported in common by all the people ? 
We have no knowledge that Mr. Bart­ 
lett did not hold sincerely with the people 
of San Francisco on that question. If he 
did not, then by his vote he wrote himself 
down a coward. There has not in all the 
sixteen years since that date been given 
any intimation that Mr. Bartlett has 
changed his views. On the contrary, we 
have every reason to believe, that he lias 
not. We do not believe that he will to­ 
day venture to assert that he lia3 retracted 
the heresy of 1873. A prominent journal 
of San Francisco that has been accepted 
as the immediate friend of Mr. Bartlett, 
and as largely reflecting his views within 
the last year, has declared the school 
revenue system to be an outrage, and has 
opeuly demanded that the uniform j»er 
capita system be abandoned, and that 
each district he relegated to the old-time 
and abandoned scheme of supporting itself, 
precisely what Mr. Bartlett contended for 
in 1873. 
If Mr. Bartlett, however, has recanted ; 
if the decade and a half of years has con­ 


vinced him of his error, let him come up 
out of the woods of the past and declare 
it. The R ecord-U n io s, having assailed 
him for his vote, will he the first to pub­ 
lish his recantation and give to the people 
knowledge of his repentance and his ad­ 
hesion to the school system as it is. 
In the absence of this, we repeat that 
Washington Bartlett, bachelor, without 
chick or child to educate, stands on the 
record as, and still is, the enemy of the 
school revenue system of California, and 
is not, therefore, a safe man to promote to 
the Chief Magistracy of the State. 


PROPOSED SIDE-BAR CONGRESS. 
The proposition is before the national 
body of the Knights of Labor for that 
Order to establish a side-bar Congress in 
Washington to consider all measures before 
Congress, decide upon their merits and in­ 
fluence their adoption, rejection or modifi­ 
cation in the real Congress. It is the right 
of any body of citizens to set un a mock 
Legislature. It is the right of the people 
on the stmnp, at the cross-roads, in lyce­ 
ums or in press, to debate all or any public 
measures. But would a small Congress by 
the Knights of Labor, going through with 
all the processes of business necessary in 
the Congress of the United States, he ad­ 
visable or beneficial ? We think not. The 
scheme would attract attention liecause of 
its novelty, hut it would very early find 
itself swamped in the vast mass of meas­ 
ures and subjects brought before Congress. 
It would be simply a debating club, noth­ 
ing more, and driven to consideration of a 
few topics relating*to its memliership. It 
might not he without benefit to the coun­ 
try, by dispelling the popular idea that it 
is the easiest thing in the world to legis­ 
late, hut it would certainly he disastrous 
to the Knights of Labor by projecting the 
Order into politics, for to that it would, 
insensibly perhaps, hut certainly drift. 
The strength of the Order is in its declara­ 
tion that it is non-political; when it can­ 
not longer justly lay this claim it will 
go down. Should the scheme pro­ 
posed he adopted, the result of the 
experiment will be looked for with 
curious interest by the public, amj if we 
do not greatly misjudge humanity, that re­ 
sult will be the breaking down of the 
scheme under two influences—demagogisw 
and the same lobby agencies that operate 
upon the confines of Congress itself—and 
the inevitable splitting asunder of the Or­ 
der upon any one of a dozen all-engrossing 
issues that may be named. It is.for the es­ 
sential well being of the country that the 
people divide into parties that join issues 
regarding policies. These issues are re­ 
flected in national legislation. 
If the 
Knights of Labor propose to take sides 
with either of the parties that present for 
public support, the initial purpose of the 
Order must first be abandoned. If, again, 
they propose to confine themselves only to 
matters relating to labor, in their side-har 
Congress., how will they avoid taking issue 
upon the tariff (¡uestion, financial policies, 
and a score of similar question, and wili 
not such issues destroy their unity ? 


A le e n G ilm a n B ig elo w , in the North 
American Review, deals the prejudice of 
centuries that clings to inhumation a 
stinging blow, when, waiving all sanitary 
questions, and looking only to that raised 
by Bishop Coxe that it is horrible to think 
of committing the form of the loved one 
to the flames, he asks, “ Is fire worse than 
the worm ? Are speedy ashes more awful 
that the slow corruption of the dear body, 
when the loved form is carried to its bur­ 
ial, the earth cast up to make the grave, 
and the very sides of it within are covered 
with boughs of evergreen, to shut out as 
much as may he of the repellent sight? 
No sound known to incineration can so 
rudely wound the heart and lacerate the 
sensibilities as the harsh rattle of the earth 
upon the coffin; while the struggle and 
tugging of the bearers as they lower their 
precious burden into the grave, and the 
grating withdrawal of the straps cannot l>e 
paralleled in the entire process of crema­ 
tion.” 
B a r tl et t is a bachelor. No bachelor 
is wholly a man. IVe want a man for Gov­ 
ernor. With all due respect to bachelors 
we repeat that they have not fulfilled the 
duty of a rounded life, for they have not 
taken up the responsibilities and develop­ 
ing capacities of the home. The one sen­ 
sible tiling of all others Mr. Cleveland has 
done was to marry. He early discovered 
the unfitness of the bachelor for the high 
office of governor ol the Union.

There can be no question, I should judge, 
that the life-membership tickets sold in 
former years must be telling more and 
more against the proceeds ot subsequent 
years, and it would be instructive for the 
public to know how many life-member­ 
ships have been sold since tiieir first issue ? 
and, if possible, how many have lapsed by 
demise? For we can easily imagine the fu­ 
ture time when all, or nearly all, the habit­ 
ues of the fair will become life-members, 
and so far from their adding to the future 
years’ profits, they will virtually crowd out 
the paying public. Of course they will be 
entitled to such future free entrance, but it 
is plain enough that they will not help out 
annual expenses one cent, and perhaps the 
time may come that the further issue of 
life-membership tickets must be abolished, 
and it appears to me the sooner the better. 
Of course in early necessitous times, and 
perhaps up to the erection of the present 
Pavilion, the sale of life-memberships may 
have been a valuable help; but life mem­ 
bers are something like annuitants—the 
sooner they are defunct, the better for the 
insurance office. The existing life-mem­ 
berships are necessarily a cause for reduced 
season-ticket holders and reduced single 
admission sales; and, if we are seeking 
causes of apparent depression, the life- 
memberships may afford a partial explana­ 
tion. But even the figures, as you pre­ 
sented them on Saturday, dispel at once 
the outrageously-exaggerated rumors that 
were rife regarding the falling off this year, 
which I have heard guessed at even $10. 
000! I was perfectly convinced that such 
statements were preposterous, and the 
facts now show that the receipts at the 
Park were greater this year than last—or 
$24,142 70, compared with $24,108 41 last 
year, and this notwithstanding there were 
some hundred less single admissions and 
season tickets sold, amounting to $517 75, 
as the Bee takes care to show. 
With regard to items, however, it seems 
clear that racing men took $725 65 more 
interest in the races this year than last, and 
yet, by good management, they seem 
to 
have yielded a 
profit 
of 
at 
least 
$2,090 15, 
exclusive 
of 
gate 
receipts, as yon say, while last year 
they incurred á loss of $1,387 15, making 
together $3,477 30 saving over last year’s 
management of the races. Surely that is 
commendable, and shows that the right 
sort of vigilance was exercised to prevent 
the unnecessary leakage recurring again, 
that last year's showing, by undue extrava­ 
gance, presents ; and, per contra, has so well 
rewarded their efforts this year, to the tune 
of $3,477, entirely offsetting the largely-re­ 
duced receipts at the Pavilion, and some 
falling-off at the Park, and resulting, as we 
have seen in making a total, a better show­ 
ing than last year of $812 85, which is a 
gratifying fact. The reduced receipts at the 
Pavilion are unfortunate, hut the increased 
amount of Entry Clerk receipts, or $255 
compared with $155 last year, seems to show 
conclusively that much more space was 
filie'd this year with exhibits, so that 
the falling off in receipts from visitors 
could not De attributable at all to a less in­ 
teresting exhibition, but perhaps almost 
wholly to the Grand Army and other en­ 
tertainments. which had been costly-, as 
well as half-tired-out pleasure seekers. Not 
that any regret the Grand Army entertain­ 
ment. 
But, besides that, some misunder­ 
standing arose regarding the new issue of 
season tickets, which unintentionally gave 
dissatisfaction, and was probably more felt 
at the Pavilion than in the Park ; although 
it has been manifest in times past that 
much undue advantage was taken of the 
privileges afforded by season tickets and 
some reform was necessary. 
But besides those causes of reduced re­ 
ceipts, fruit-growers and others were 
largely occupied in shipping their fruit ¿o 
Eastern markets, and other harvestings 
were still in progress. But all these re­ 
flections convince me more than ever that 
the reckless obloquy which certain parties 
have mouthed so loudly against the State 
Fair officials is beneath contempt, while all 
good citizens should rather tender them a 
hearthv vote of thanks, recollecting also 
the considerable financial responsibility 
the Directors had personally incurred to 
insure the stability and success of the fair 
at all times in our midst. Although as an 
individual I do not care to publish my 
name, I feel confident that there are hun­ 
dreds, if not thousands, of good citizens 
who would readily indorse my views if 
laid before them.

N atural Gas, 
There is no doubt, says the Marysville 
Appeal, if pains were takes to develop it, 
that a flow of natural gas could be ob­ 
tained for lighting and heating purposes 
in this section of the country. The “ in­ 
dications,” as the miner would say, are all 
aroi nd us, and some lucky delver in the 
earth will strike it some day and gain a 
fortune thereby. Gas has been found in 
wells in this and Yuba City, as well as iu 
the Coast range, notably at a point about 
three miles from Sulphur creek, to the 
west of us. Gas was struck at the latter 
place in a prospect hole. It was set on 
fire at the lime, twenty years ago, and has 
been burning ever since. Mr. Bropfiy, of 
Sutter county, witnessed the phenomenon 
twelve years since and again this summer. 
Natural gas is continually rising from the 
wells of the water works in this city, and 
any one who may call can satisfy "them­ 
selves of the fact by turning the gas stop 
over the pump and" lighting the escaping 
gas. A llame two feet Tong will be the re­ 
sult. The well is but eighty feet deep, and, 
of course, too shallow to expect much of a 
supply from. It may be denominated an 
“ indication.” It is well known that there 
is a strip of laud through the southern por­ 
tion of Yuba City so highly impregnated 
with gas as to render the well water unfit 
for domestic uses. 


New Railroad Through Sonoma Val­ 
ley.—Mention has been made several 
times in these columns of a proposed 
broad-gauge railroad from Santa Rosa to 
Napa Junction, forming a connecting link 
between the Sonoma Company system and 
the California Pacific. The Citizens’ Com­ 
mittee, appointed to confer with the South­ 
ern Pacific managers, after two conferences 
with Messrs. Stanford, Crorker and Hunt­ 
ington, received the following proposition, 
namely; The Southern Pacific Company to 
build and operate the road in connection 
with their system, if the people will donate 
the right of way and furnish the ties. Ex­ 
Congressman J. K. Luttrell, of Glen Ellen, 
one of the committee, reports that four- 
fifths of the right of way has already been 
secured, and that there is every prospect 
that the people wili be able to fulfill their 
part of the agreement, thus insuring an 
early building of the road. This load will 
be a very important conneciion for Sonoma 
county, as at the present time all passen­ 
gers and freight for the northern ]>arts of 
the State are compelled to make a long de­ 
tour and come by way of San Francisco, 
while overland freights have now to be 
handled several times more than will be 
necessary when the new road is bniit.

A Line into Eastern Oregon—A Valuable 
and F ertile Section, 
The California and Oregon Railroad is 
being pushed northward vigorously, and 
will cross the Klamath river at Scott's Bar. 
From that point surveys have been made 
for tiie road to be constructed up the valley 
of the Klamath, passing between upper and 
lower Klamath lakes, in the vicinity oi 
Linkville, the county seat of. Klamath 
county, Or., and thus penetrate eastern 
Oregon. The line of road thus projected 
will furnish for the first time railroad com­ 
munication with the rest of the world to a 
country rich in mineral, timber and agri­ 
cultural resources, 80,000 square miles in 
extent, an area twice as great as that em­ 
braced within the boundaries of the State 
of Ohio. The region possesses many rich 
valleys and large areas of fertile table land, 
suitable for agriculture. 
Its principal 
streams are the Grand Ronde, Umatilla, 
John Day, Burnt and Powder rivers. The 
main and tributary valleys are very fertile, 
very extensive, and are inviting a large and 
enterprising population. The mountainous 
portions of eastern Oregon are covered with 
pine of a very fine quality, also cedar, fir, 
and extensive forests of maple. Along the 
valleys, and particularly on the margins of 
streams, there are forests of birch, aspen 
and poplar. 
All the intermediate plains and valleys 
of Eastern Oregon are covered with a rich 
growth of hardy and nutritious bunch- 
grass. The soil is very deep, and originat­ 
ing from the disintegration of volcanic 
rocks, ranks with the richest and most fer­ 
tile soils of California. A very large pro­ 
portion of these fertile plains and valleys 
have been devoted to stock-raising, because 
of the absence of facilities for transporta­ 
tion for agricultural purposes. The con­ 
struction of a railroad into the region will 
open up at once one of the most inviting, 
valuable and fertile areas now remaining 
in the public domain. The warm ocean 
current from Japan, flowing south along 
the coast, confers upon Oregon a mild 
climate and a copious rainfall, highly fa­ 
vorable to profitable agriculture. Into this 
country, the continuous line of the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon Railroad will be led. 
Many .considerations have combined to 
influence the construction of that route. 
The material development of the country 
is already sufficient to afford a large traffic, 
and is capable of sustaining a large and 
prosperous population, with which, under 
the stimulus of railroad communication, it 
will rapidly fill. 
• 
Excluding the Sacramento and San Joa­ 
quin valleys, Eastern Oregon contains the 
largest proportion of lands suitable for 
agriculture of any equal area west of the 
Rocky Mountains. It will, therefore, con­ 
tain in the early future the largest popula­ 
tion. The line of ihe California and Ore­ 
gon will be the pioneer railroad of this 
region, except a short section of the Oregon 
Short Line Railway, which is situated in 
the extreme northeast corner of the State. 
The country, thus soon to receive the 
awakening influences of railroad commu­ 
nication with the outer world, is capable of 
sustaining an oxtensive local railway sys­ 
tem. and the commerce which will attend 
its development will be tributary to San 
Francisco. 
The construction of the proposed route is, 
therefore, an inauguration of a new and 
important system of Pacific coast railroads, 
of which the Oregon and California be­ 
comes the main trunk, and of which the 
city of San -Francisco is the commercial 
basis and outlet.—S. F. Bulletin.

THE REMEDY. 


Having been in the employ of the Michigan Stove Com­

T he C him ney Too Low. 
We have often found the chimney lower than the ad­ 
joining building; the kitchen being one-story, while the 
balance of the house was two stories or more, causing the 
wind, in coming over the taller portion, to blow down the 
chimney, and on two occasions we have found, added to this 
fault, a large tree overhanging the chimney, thus choking 
the draft. 
The great trouble with most persons using Wood Ranges 
and Stoves is that they use too much coal. If they would 
only try it, they would be astonished to see how little is really 
required to do good baking in the “ GARLAND'- RANGE

HINTS. 


R em ed ies to K eep in th e F am ily fo r an 
E m ergency. 
W hile in the enjoyment of health it is 
well to be prepared for pain and sickness, 
and it has frequently been found that a 
sim ple remedy, adm inistered at the right 
time, is of more value than an entire 
apothecary shop after disease has had op­ 
portunity to become settled. 
Yesterday 
afternoon two or three police officers and 
as m any common people were assembled 
at the station-house, when some one passed 
up stairs to the Police Court-room whistling 
that delightful air, “ Peek-aboo,” and m ak­ 
ing a very good job of it. The music at­ 
tracted the attention of all present, and the 
officer with the big diamond in his neck­ 
tie 
queried “ W ho 
was 
th at? ” 
but 
no one had observed. 
Presently the 
whistle was heard returning, and about that 
time a Chinaman descended the stairs, 
and the assemblage looked at him in aston­ 
ishm ent, not only because it was surpris­ 
ing to hear a Chinaman whistling so well, 
but m ainly becanse he was tooting away 
without puckering his lips—an innovation 
that white men and women need not at­ 
tem pt to follow. 
H e walked into the police office, nodded 
to some of the officers, and as he squatted 
down upon his heels and lighted a ctgar- 
rette, responded, in very good English, to 
the question where he learned that tune, 
“ Oh. I picked it up.” 
“ Yes. he’s a great fellow,” rem arked of­ 
ficer Rider. “ I remember one night some 
tim e ago I saw him up at the Plaza with a 
lantern and a stick, turning over the leaves 
that had blown into the walks. He said 
he was looking fori little frogs—wanted 
them for a man who had some sort of 
stomach trouble. The man was to swallow 
them alive to m ake him vomit 
“ Oh, I remember that night,” said the 
Chinam an. 
“ Yes, I was looking for frogs. 
W e use them in cases where a man is all 
choked up and can’t breathe. W hite people 
call it asthma. 
We don’t swallow them 
affve, though. This is what we do. a rd it’s 
a sure thing: 
Get a frog and wash him 
clean in some i ice water—outside, don’t 
open him —then fill him full of rock salt. 
W hen he won’t hold any more, cover him 
all over with m ud—’dohe—and put him on 
the coals. 
Let him stay and get red hot. 
Then, when he’s cool, peel the ’dobe oil’, 
hike the ashes and grind them into powder. 
Mix it up with the juice of boiled nee, and 
give it to the sick man. It’s good m edicine; 
hasn't any bad taste. 
Y'ou want to have 
two men standing alongside of him with 
towels, for it makes him sweat, oh, you 
can’t think how m uch, and vomit, and the 
sweat m ust be wiped off so that none stays 
on him . 
In a little while he is all well, 
sure.” 
The white listeners looked at oneanother 
in silence, which was broken by officer 
Rider's getting up hastily and going out. 
Doctor Farren remarked, “ One time when 
I was going up to Shasta county in the 
stage there were two Chinamen along, and 
I saw them drinking whisky out of a bottle 
that had two lizards in it 1” 
“ Certainly,” responded the Chinese vis­ 
itor, “ but probably they were not lizards. 
Horned toads, I guess. They’re fine for 
rheum atism . You can use them externally 
or internally. The best way is to put them 
in whisky and keep them a long time. 
Perhaps if you keep them only six or eight 
months they will stink, but after about a 
year there is no smell. If a man has rheu­ 
matism in his leg, or his arm, or anywhere, 
he rubs some of this stuff on and it's cured 
in no tim e.” 
“ The Chinese use skunk’s galls and 
bear’s galls, too, don’t they?” inquired 
Farren. 
"S kunk galls are fine for felons and 
boils, and such things. 
W hen a felon first 
starts, take about half a skunk’s gall, melt 
it in whisky, and put it on the sore place, 
and repeat when it dries. 
If you com­ 
mence soon the felon will never come to 
ahead. 
Bear’s gall, that’s for pain. 
Beat’s 
anything. Suppose you fall from a build­ 
ing, or get thrown from a wagon, or some 
hoodlum licks you, you m ix some of the 
gall in whisky and take it, and you quit 
feeling the pain.” 
* W hat do we do with deer’s horns for 
medicine? 
I don’t know. That's some­ 
thing the doctors do. 
They get horns that 
have the soft stuff (velvet) on them. There’s 
horns in 1 street that you can’t get for less 
than $75 or $100. Came from the north of 
China. 
Chinamen get horns from Vic­ 
toria, too. Some that are just right you 
can't get on I street for less than $10. 
I 
don't know what they pay for California 
deer's horns. Nobody knows much about 
what they are good for except the doctors.”

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the filth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections Oue, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER ONE. 


S e c ti o n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertoiued as provided by low. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, ¡muds, stoeks, dues, franchises aud all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private owuer.-hio; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may beloug to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
he exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall lie taxed as 
provided' in Section le u ot this article; and. 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for th.e exemption from taxation of snipe 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this state, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their grass or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. Tlio Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, fur a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents of this Ftate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


S ec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the Couñtv A sse sso r, annually, a s ta te m e n t 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
a s defined in Section Ten of t h i s article, owned 
E.y such tnxpaver, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian oil th e 
fiis t Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty. as herem atler provided, shall lie asscs-ed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every coqioration 
and person owning or operating r. railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before tiie first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual lax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earnings,earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-lirst day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling rtoek, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt Is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging lo such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessi-d and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings- earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot Decemlier last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first dav of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by suid Board; provided, however, that 
the laigislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are sltuaied partly within this 
Stale aud partly without this State, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by tak in g : 


Firet- Thegress earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during tbe 
same year, have been earned partly w iifcin this 
State and partly witnout this state, which shall 
be ascertained "by apportioning 6uch earnings 
between this State and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated In this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to**he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes or assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third •»! the tax paid 
by coqiorations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions or this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two tliir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or cauniies in which ssid railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road onerated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration. assocta'ion. partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shad be­ 
come due. or wiibln thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this 9tate. Tbe taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the l egislature may impose for the aon pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in Ibissecllon designated, ami may 
be enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railro»2s, so far as 
tbe same are aitnated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall ire subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for tbat purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far ax they are situated 
within the boundaries of nay incorporated city 
or town, shall he subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes tie same as other prop 
erty situated therein, anything In this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Rec. 11. Income, taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or eomjianies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such eases and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by ’aw. No Conrl 
within this State shall have powe», by injnnc 
tion or othervrlse, to interfere with, hinder o: 


delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showl. 
that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid tHton the property in question; 
provided, that in all eases actions may be main­ 
tained against the 1 ax Collect jr to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such action, 
may be brought, to try them, npon the request 
of either party, in advance of ail other civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as tbe Legislature may designate, untü 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing In this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adopi ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature.

The Pacific Coast Conference on Charities 
and Reform, which is an organization u n ­ 
der the m anagem ent of a num ber of lead­ 
ing and philanthropic citizens, will begin 
in San Francisco December 9th and con­ 
tinue three days, embracing w ithin its 
m embership representatives of all denom ­ 
inations, and all divisions of prison and 
reformatory work. 
Its objects are the dis­ 
cussion of m atters pertaining thereto, aiul 
it is desired that tlie views of all classes 
shall be heard in the convention, where 
their faults and m erits will receive consid­ 
eration. The following are its purposes in 
detail; 
To be a e nter of intercommunication 
between the various churches and char­ 
itable agencies in the city. 
To foster har­ 
m onious co-operation between them , and 
to check the evils of the overlapping of 
relief. 
To investigate thoroughly and w ithout 
charge the cases of all applicants for relief 
which are referred to the society for in ­ 
quiry, and to send the persons having a 
legitimate interest in such cases full re­ 
ports of the results of investigation. 
To 
provide visitors, who shall personally at­ 
tend cases needing counsel and advice. 
To obtain from the proper charities and 
charitable individuals suitable and ade­ 
quate relief for deserving cases. 
To procure work for poor persons who 
are capable of being wholly or partially 
self-supporting. 
To repress begging by the above means 
and by the prosecution of impostors. 
To promote the general welfare of the 
poor by social and sanitary reforms, and by 
the inculcation of habits of providence and 
self-dependence.
